o 'Message for St. fflose ^High School 


Do you know that Canada was the first coun¬ 
try in the world to have St. Joseph as its primary 
patron? At the request of Samuel de Champlain 
this unique mark of Joseph s favor was given us 
March 19, 1624. As the Jesuit Relations testify, 
our secondary patrons, the eight Canadian Martyrs 
fostered this devotion. The Church of their main 
residence at Fort Ste. Marie was dedicated to St. 
Joseph, whence at the Midland Shrine you sec his 
statue in the place of honor on the High Altai 
jointly dedicated to him and to his loving clients 
the Canadian Martyrs. St. John de Breboeuf gave 
the name Joseph to the first Huron he baptized, a 
little girl of four who died shortly afterwards. The 
first papal document in Canada was granted in 
1644 by Pope Urban VIII to St. Joseph s Church 
of Huronia. 


1955 marks the 331st anniversary of St. Jos¬ 
eph’s appointment as Canada’s chief patron, the 
85th anniversary of his nomination by Pius IX as 
patron of the Universal Church, and the Golden 
Jubilee of St. Joseph’s Oratory, Montreal, which 
Cardinal Tisserant recently so aptly called “the 
world s capital of devotion to St. Joseph”. May 
l beg you, at least during this year proclaimed by 
our Bishops as “Joseph’s Year”, to say his litany 
fervently every day that he may guide you to your 
true vocation and that, as Pius XI requested, he 
may crush Communism by filling all hearts with 
love for Jesus and Mary?
